PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 24 
(AP)—A “joker” that may oblige 
deserting husbands to pay their 
wives 50 per cent of their earn- 
ings in Pennsylvania boomeranged 
today out of the state’s new com- 
munity property law. 

The hotly contested measure, 
passed by the Republican-con- 
trolled legislature in June, was de- 
signed to permit a husband and 
wife to divide jhe family income 
equally in reporting it for federal 
taxes, thus enabling them to take 
advantage of lower rates. Ten 
other states have similar laws. 


Yesterday a rural judge held 
that, under the new law, a miner 
charged with wife-desertion must 
pay her one-half his $250 monthly 
earnings for support of herself 
and a child, rather than a court- 
fixed amount as in the: past. 

The decision, which startled 
metropolitan attorneys, was is- 
sued by Judge J. I. Hook at 
Waynesburg. The judge _ ruled 
that desertion by a husband does 
not deprive a wife of a half-inter- 
est in his property. 

Up to the present, deserted 
Pennsylvania wives have been 
allowed about one-third of their 
husbands’ income, plus additional 
support for each child, depending

BUDAPEST, Sept. 24 (UP)—The 
Communists, whose victory in the 
Aug. 31 elections was described, by 
American observers as a classic 
fraud, emerged today with five 
control posts in the new Hun- 
garian cabinet. 

Matayas Rakosi, who fled to 
Moscow after the 1919 revolution 
was quelled, kept his old post as 
Deputy Premier. Communist Las- 
zlo Rajk became Minister of In- 
terior and as such assumed charge 
of the police forces that maintain 
public order. 

Communist Erik ,Molnar is the 
new Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
Communist Erno Gero was ap- 

inted Minister of Communica- 
tions. Communist Karolyi Olt 
received the “Public Welfare port- 
folio, The Smaliholders party, 
which had nine seats in the old 
cabinet, has four in this one. 

Lajos Dinnyes, a Smallholder, 
remained as Premier and the four- 
party coalition complexion of the 
government as a whole was pre- 
served. The Communists probably 
will not have any trouble with 
Dinhyes. ee 

They and their supporters in the 
old cabinet found him acceptable 
as a successor to Ferenc Nagy in 
the leftist coup last May. Nagy, 
who was leader of the Smallhold- 
ers party, was forced to resign 
while on vacation in Switzerland. 
The Communists discovered he 
had been “plotting” to overthrow 
his own Government. ’ 

In the National Assembly elec- 
tions of Nov. 4, 1945, the Small- 
holders emerged as the dominant 
party. But new elections were 
called for last Aug. 31 and the 
Communists received wget 
votes, more than any other pafty. 
American observers ‘called the 
elections “the greatest vote fraud 
ever perpetrated.” 

The Ministry of Information 
was done away with in the new 
cabinet. Its function was taken 
over by a new department in the 
Premier's office. The ficensing of | 
newspapers, formerly under the 
American - British- Russian Allied 
Control Commission, will be han- 
dled by the new department. The 
department also will controy the 
distribution of newsprint. 

Erno Mihalfyi, who lost his job 
when the Ministry of Information 
was abolished, will continue in an- 
other job he had, that of Presi- 
dent Zoltan Tildy’s chief of cab- 
inet. The Ministry of Food was 
merged with the Ministry of Agri- 
culture.

The new national defense act 
makes no specific provision for 
such a command, but it leaves 


the way open in a section cover- 
ing the joint chiefs of staff, the 
military commanders of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, plus the 
chief of staff to the President. 
The duties of the staff, that sec- 
tion says, includes the establish- 
ment “of unified commands in 
strategic areas when such unified 
commands are in the interest of 
national security.” 


“Zone of the Interior.” 

In some military quarters, this 
is interpreted to mean that the 
so-called “zone of the interior,” 
meaning the continental United 
States, could be considered a stra- 
tegic area requiring an over-all 
command. 

The unified command system— 
under which a single commander 
is chosen from Army, Navy or 
Air, depending on the dominating 
factor of defense in the area—has 
been in effect in overseas and off- 
shore theaters since early in the 
year. 

Advocates of the plan for the 
zone of the interior say that 
among other things it would pre- 
clude any possible argument or 
confusion over where the respon- 
sibilities of one service left off 
and another began. 

Arguments Over Jurisdiction. 


They recalled disagreements in 
the past over the “vertical wall’ 
along the coastlines where the 
Navy claimed responsibility for 
activity beyond the waterline and 
the Army inside that line. The 
advent of air power, with range 
over both land and sea, aggra- 
vated the arguments.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP) 
—The United States Government 
has called on Yugoslavia to stop 
the “exceedingly dangerous” prac- 
tice of issuing ultimatums to Brit- 
ish and American troops in the 
Trieste area because it is “likely 
to precipitate incidents leading to 
most serious consequences.” 

Under Secretary of State Rob- 
ert A. Lovett told a news confer- 
ence today that American Ambas- 
sador Cavendish Cannon had ex- 
pressed this view in a _ protest 
presented in Belgrade on Mon- 
day. : 

The American note referred to 
recent “irresponsible Yugoslav ac- 
tions” when Marshall Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s troops demanded “altera- 
tions” in the provisional boundary 
between the British-United States 
zone of the Free Territory of 
Trieste and Yugoslavia. 

For “Civilized Procedures.” 

Lovett said the URited States 
believes that such local disputes 
“must be resolved through norma] 
civilized procedures.” 

The United States note asked 
the Yugoslavs to issue instructions 
permittings settlement of future 
arguments by discussions between 
the appropriate Yugoslav com- 
mander and Gen. Terence Airey, 
local Allied chief. 

An announcement read by Lovett 
emphasized that Gen. Airey has 
been instructed to “maintain the 
established provisiona] line”’ until 
a more definite determination has 
been made in accordance with the 
terms of the Italian peace treaty. 

Yugoslav Accusations. 

The State Department also made 
public an exchange of notes in 
which the United States rejected 
as “wholly without foundation” a 
long list of Yugoslav charges 
against American soldiers. The 
Yugoslav charges were made in a 
note dated Monday. The United 
States reply was delivered yester- 
day. 

“These charges have been de- 
termined upon investigation to be 
wholly without foundation in fact 
and are rejected by the Govern- 
ment of the United States as un- 
worthy of comment,” the terse 
United States note said.

The indifference which made 
patients in need of long-continued 
care “the stepchildren of our 
health and medical services” ap- 
pears to be drawing to an end, 
the American Hospit@l Associa- 
tion was told today. 

Miss Edna Nicholson of Chi- 
cago, director of the Central 
Service for the Chronically Ill, re- 
ported that more than _ 1,500,000 
persons in the United States at 
present require long-term care be- 
cause of chronic illness, in addi- 
tion to the many who need care 
because of permanent physical 
handicaps sviich as blindness and 
orthopedic impairment. 

Until recently, she said, these 
patients were neglected not only 
by hospitals and physicians but 


services and the general public. 
“Recently, however, there have 
been indications that Wwe are 
emerging rapidly from the era 
when the long-term patient was 
the unloved stepchild,” she said. 
Shortage of Beds, 

Few communities have enough 
beds available in general hos- 
pitals, nursing homes, homes for 
incurables, homes for the aged 
and county poorhouses to, provide 
for more than one-half to two- 
thirds of patients requiring pro- 
longed care, Miss Nicholson said. 
The remainder of the patients 
are scattered through boarding 
and rooming houses, hotels and 
other places not equipped to offer 
care of the sick. 

Community responsibility for 
such patients is coming to be re- 
cognized, she said, expressing the 
hope better facilities would be 
made available. Community serv- 
ices should help families caring 
for patients in their own homes, 
and should provide facilities for 
those unable to obtain home care, 
she said. 

Points to Ward Patients. 

Hospitals should take pains to 
make sure that ward patients 
who cannot afférd private rooms 
do not receive inferior service, 
Dr. Morris H. Kreeger, executive 
director of Michael Reese Hospital 
in Chicago, told the delegates in 
convention at Kiel Auditorium. 

“There are many hospitals whose 
ward patients actually receive bet- 
ter medical care than do their 
private patients,” he said. “This 
is due to the availability to ward 
patients of group opinions, free 
and practically unlimited profes- 
sional consultations and liberal 
laboratory work-ups and special 
examinations.”

U.S. ASKS TIDELANDS FIRMS 
FOR MORE OF ITS OWN OIL 


Armed Services Need Supply From Product 
Supreme Court Has Said Belongs 
to Government. 


By EDWARD A. HARRIS 
A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 — Oil 
firms on the West Coast, which 


are continuing to extract petro- 
leum from the tidelands area, are 
among the 52 private oil com- 
panies to which Interior Secre- 
tary J. A. Krug has appealed 
anew for greater sales to the Gov- 
ernment to forestall an acute oil 
emergency, it was learned today. 
The Supreme Court last July 
ruled that the marginal sea oil 
belongs to the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

In an announcement yesterday 
the Interior Secretary declared 
the armed services are not getting 
enough petroleum products to ful- 
fill their needs. He warned of an 
impending emergency unless re- 
quirements are met. 

He estimated Government needs 
of gasoline, kerosene, distillate 
fuel oil and residual fuel oils at 
more than 52,000,000 barrels for 
the first half‘of the fiscal year 
and more than 54,000,000 for the 
second half. In_ letters sent to 52 
firms, including all refineries with 
a rated crude capacity of 10,000 
barrels a day or more, he urgently 
requested that the fullest possible 
offers of sales be made to the 
Government. 

Promise by Industry. 

Less, than a month ago Krug 
headed an inter-agency committee 
that met with oil industry repre- 
sentatives at the Pentagon  build- 
ing to work out a formula for 
getting more oil for the Govern- 
ment. At that time the industry 
promised to fulfill all Government

On recom- 
mendations of Krug, it expressly 
permits the marginal sea oil com- 
panies to proceed with their op- 
erations and sales pending enac- 
tion of legislation defining a policy 
for the area. 

Although the Federal Govern- 
ment now owns the oil which is 
being sold for private profit, all 
that the government is. getting 
out of it, under the stipulation, are 
royalties on such sales.

Negotiations Reach Impasse. 

Since I was informed by. the 
members of the commission that 
the negotiations had reached an 
impasse, I took the matter up 
Girectly with Mr. Churchill. He 
arranged a meeting the following 
morning for Herschel Johnson 
and myself with Lord Cranborne, 
the Minister for the Dominions, 
and Lord Moyne, the new Colonial 
Secretary. ! 

I explained that I was there, 
not to negotiate but to expedite a 
conclusion of the negotiations and 
to emphasize the wider implica- 
tions involved. Mr. Churchill him- 
self that same afternoon met the 
American commission with Lord 
Moyne and Lord Cranborne sitting 
in, in order to narrow the area of 
disagreement. 

I had never seen Mr. Churchill 
at work before, and I was deeply 
impressed not only with his grasp 
of the values involved and his 
appreciation of the defense needs 
of the United States, but also with 
his knowledge of the detail of the 
negotiations with which he had 
familiarized himself on such short 
notice. I became quickly conscious 
of his vast experience in public 
matters which he had acquired 
during more than 40 years of ac- 
tive participation in public life. I 
realized his advantage in discuss- 
ing this problem in having served 
in the past as First Lord of the 
Admiralty, Secretary of State for 
War, Secretary of State for Air, 
Minister of Munitions in the last 
war and Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, He had also held in 
previous governments the office of 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
President of the Board of Trade, 
Home Secretary, and Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, which 
ranks as a ministry without port- 
folio. There was no detail of the 
problem before us which was not 
alive to him and on which his 
knowledge of the past did not 
throw light as well as constructive 
criticism. 

He visualized every type of at- 
tack that might concern the 
armed forces of the United States 
in defense of our Atlantic shore- 
line, whether by submarine or 
raider or aerial bombardment. He 
stated the problem of fuelling in 
all these tYpes of operations. He 
showed extraordinary knowledge 
of the stracture of the Empire and 
of the legal obligations involved 
in treating with the dominions and 
with the colonies. He had a:lively 
and imaginative grasp of Amer- 
ican public opinion in relation to 
the base-lease issue. In less than 
five minutes he had swept away 
as immaterial three-quarters of 
the objections which had been 
raised by his negotiators, but at 
the same time he questioned the 
military clauses which, because of 
Gen. Maloney’s skillful insistence, 
had been agreed upon. 

Question of Law. 

One of the British legal advisers 
raised an obscure question of con- 
stitutional law which angered him 
as a theoretical and irrelevant 
legal argument. We remained 
seated but he left his chair and 
walked up and down the length 
of the room, muttering to him- 
self.

Raise Your Eyes, America! 

It’s beginning to be an old complaint about 
Americans, the one that John O’Reilly made 
yesterday in writing the last in the series of 
articles on the nation’s strength—the complaint 
that we have become so materialistic and self- 
centered that we do not recognize our proper 
place in the world, let alone assume it properly. 

That has been pointed out by Andre Siegfried 
and almost every other intelligent European who 
has taken a good, long look at us since the turn 
of the century. With variations, the theme 
always is that in the machine age we have be- 
come the most productivé and the most irre- 
sponsible of peoples, the most powerful and the 
most primitive. 

If this be true, we had better take to heart 
the warning of gusty old Justice Holmes that 
people are born fools, but that they are damned 
for not being wiser. 

In a quick sort of way, O'Reilly again docu- 
mented the old charge. He told of American 
preoccupation with assembly lines and mechan- 
ized farms, and of disturbing ignorance in the 
midst of prosperity. Men are so interested in 
talk of making $8000 a year driving beer trucks 
that they can’t be bothered to read about the 
Marshall plan. 

Altogether too many of them never stop to 
think that their fate is tied up with the fate of 
other peoples. Oh, they are willing to pass a 
grubstake across the Atlantic—if it does not cost 
too much and if it does not cause trouble, In 
short, the American people “have reached a posi- 
tion of world leadership, but they don’t want to 
lead.” 

O’Reilly’s survey was, as we say, a rather 
quiék one. He did not have time to talk with 
housewives trying to make ends meet; he did 
not. look into slums; he did not—apparently— 
sit down in any of the discussion groups which 
so seriously study the future of France and Italy 
and China. 

Yet, in the main, .there is ground enough for 
the impressions which he creates. To substan- 
tiate this, more specific evidence comes to hand 
in the results of a coast-to-coast poll made“under 
the auspices of the Social Science Research 
Council—also published yesterday. 

According to it, no less than 3,000,000 adult 
Americans have never heard of the atom bomb; 
one third of those questioned did not know the 
meaning of the initials UN, or the aims of the 
United .Nations, and 43 per cent believe that 
Great Britain is not to be trusted and is not co- 
operating with other nations. 

Blame this. ignorance and confusion on the 
schools, the press, the radio or whatsoever, it 
hardly pictures forth a united, purposeful nation. 
No matter how many, examples of intelligence 
and understanding can be brought forward to 
offset these findings, there can be no denying 
that to some extent they are reflected in the na- 
tion’s policies. Nor can it be denied that in a 
democracy, government would be more purpose- 
ful if the people had a sharper sense of purpose. 

What America needs ig a new dream. In its 
earlier days, the Republic had such a dream.

Total debt in the United States on Jan. 1 was 
nearly 400 billion dollars, a staggering figure. 
It averages $2050 for every living American, 
which is still more staggering in the simple 
terms people understand. Of the $2050, $1197 
is federal debt and $72 is owed by state and local 
governments. Here is $1269 per capita that 
must eventually be paid off by taxes. The $781 
remainder is private debt of individuals and cor- 
poratjons. 

Private debt increased last year and, according 
to the Commerce Department, is rising this year. 
Therefore, the total debt burden will increase 
unless public debt comes down at least as much 
as private debt goes up. Furthermore, every 
dollar not paid off the public debt continues to 
exact interest charges from every man, woman 
and child. 

The moral is evident, but it will not keep some 
of the people who moan over debt from espous- 
ing,a policy to raise it still higher. Without a 
doubt, that $1197 federal figure will be cake- 
walked through the next Congress and paraded 
with torchlights in the campaigns. - While the 
boom lasts, however, anyone who suggests cut- 
ting taxes and raising the debt still higher can 
be dismissed as talking through a tall hat.

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What Petkov’s Death Means 

Though the Communist himself is forever 
playing the obstructionist in non-Communist 
countries, opposition is a capital sin wherever he 
dominates. The Red government in Bulgaria 
demonstrated this once more by hanging Nikola 
Petkov, leader of the peasant opposition, despite 
more than a dozen protests by Great Britain and 
the United States. 

When Petkov first was accused of an armed 
plot against the Bulgarian Fatherland Front 
regime, the Anglo-Americans denounced the 
charge as a ‘totalitarian means of imposing 
totalitarianism. They moved for a review of the 


case by the Allied Control Commission, but the. 


Russians frustrated this by saying that it would 
be an unwarranted intervention in Bulgaria’s 
internal affairs. Repeated pleas addressed to the 
Bulgarian Government itself resulted in nothing 
more than a mocking affirmation of Petkov’s 
sentence by the satellite nation’s high court. Nor 
did an appeal to Moscow do any good. 

Those appeals, however, have perfected the 
record against both Sofia and th Kremlin. They 
enabled the State Department to denounce the 
trial as a “travesty on justice” and as “a measure 
undertaken by the Communist-dominated Father- 
land Front Government to remove from the 
Bulgarian scene all save a purely nominal op- 
position—and to consolidate, despite its profes- 
sions to the contrary, a totalitarian form of gov- 
ernment.” 

Sofia was reminded of the Bulgarian who 
was accused of the Reichstag burning and of the 
trial which the Nazis conducted to entrench 
themselves in power. The implied warning is 
clear enough. Petkov is dead, but his cause 
lives. In the end, even force cannot support 


tyranny. ‘ 
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Those “Vacations Without Pay” 

To slash expenditures in the city’s economy 
drive, City Counselor Stemmler is considering an 
order for his staff to take “two weeks’ vacation 
without pay.” The same device has been men- 
tioned in other city departments. 


This does not seem to be an admissible means 
of economy. If the employes are needed, jus- 
tice demands that they be paid their stated sal- 
aries for the full year. If some of them can be 
dispensed with, justice to the taxpayer demands 
that they be let go. 

Layoffs impose a needless hardship on the 
staff of a whole department and place a strain 
on employe morale. But if the cut in manpower 
is made by severing the necessary number of 
employes from the payroll permanently, no hard- 
ship need be necessary for anyone. At the pres- 
ent time, any good man can get a job. 

Mr. Stemmiler should forget his idea of “pay- 
less vacations” and comb his payroll instead. 
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Parole in the Open 

Under pressure, the United States Parole 
Board has finally named 36 persons who urged 
the release of Campagna, Ricca, D’Andrea and 
Gioe, four Capone gangsters imprisoned in the 
attempted Willie Bioff extortion from the movie 
makers. The four were recently released after 
serving one third of 10-year sentences. 

Among the 36 urging release was Paul Dillon 
of St. Louis, who has been counsel for convicted 
gangsters. Dillon is attorney for Sheriff John F. 
Dougherty, who has been charged with having a 
connection with the Capone gang. Men in Paul 
Dillon’s position cannot be counted disinterested 
witnesses. 

Even though an appellate court had called 
these four parolees a “ruthless and grasping 
crew of blackmailers whose crimes struck at the 
very heart of society,” it is not to be implied 
that the board gave undue weight to people like 


Dillon. The point should be made, however, that. 


the board’s policy of confidential records pro- 
duces a one-sided testimony in favor of parole. 
That is true because the people who want a man 
released from prison keep up with his eligibility 
for parole; the public which has suffered from 
his crime does not. . 

At least, parole boards could make immediate 
announcement of letters and callers urging 
parole. Ideally, they would schedule wide-open 
proceedings reported by the press and radio. We 
hope that the House Expenditures Committee’s 
probe of this affair will lead to some such 
reform. 
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A Chance for St. Louisans 

The two East Side blast furnaces on which 
steel manufacturers and fabricators in the St. 
Louis district depend for their supply of pig iron 
are up for sale again. The War Assets Admin- 
istration rejected all old offers and asked for 
new bids closing Oct. 6. 

Specifications for new bids take note of the 
fact that the output of these furnaces is neces- 
sary to local industry and state that considera- 
tion will be given to commitments that local de- 
mand be accorded prior claim. This is all to 
the good, but the best possible way to assure 
that industry in the St. Louis area gets the pig 
iron and steel it needs would be for the plants to 
be purchased by local capital. 

The minimum price is $2,250,000, with 20 per 
cent down and the balance in 10 years. Beyond 
the bid price, perhaps $3,000,000 will be required 
for repairs, inventories and working capital. The 
plant cost nearly $20,000,000 new, and is some- 
thing of a bargain even though it has difficulty 
in normal times in competing with low-cost 
plants such as those at Pittsburgh or Birming- 
ham. 

The plant will be picked up by somebody who 
expects to make money on it. Why shouldn't it 
be bid in by a St. Louis group, whose local iden- 
tity would be the best possible guaranty that the 
pig iron needs of the area would be protected? 
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Maybe the OPA was as bad as its enemies said, 
but anyhow it was better than the HCL.

The series of hearings now being held 
in Western states on the matter of grazing 
on national forests and submarginal lands 
is creating quite a furor among stockmen 
on one side of the fence and those people 
interested in recreational use of the lands 
on the other side of the fence. As usual 
the general public is sitting nonchalantly 
by and letting them fight-it out with words 
at the hearings. And as usual the general 
public may be the goat in the long run. 


The preservation of the coverage of the 
soil on the lands in question is more than 
an immédiate problem. It affects the very 
existence of the Rocky Mountain Empire 
as a place to live in the future. It also 
affects the whole western part of the Unit- 
ed States because these lands furnish water 
for irrigation which is the very life blood 
of the western area. 

The stockmen argue that the Forest 
Service is ruining the stock raising indus- 
try by cutting down on the number of head 
of stock allowed to graze on the lands in 
question. Anyone familiar with the situa- 
tion knows this is not correct. 


They Want the Land 


Better cattle are raised on better graz- 
ing. Better grazing is had by grazing few- 
er head on the grass, and in turn more 
grass is left to make better grazing the 
following year. Anyone can tell who pros- 
pers most—the rancher who grows fewer 
head of fat cattle, or the one who grows 
many head of skinny cattle. 

But that is not the most important side 
of the issue. The stockmen are demanding 
that some public lands be turned over to 
them for private ownership. Once they are 
privately owned there is no regulation on 
the number of stock grazed on them. It is 
only human nature for the ranchers to put 
on them all they will carry. The ranges are 
in fair condition now because grazing has 
been: regulated on them, and they appear 
to be able to carry larger numbers of stock. 


It takes only one dry season on a water- 
shed which is being overgrazed for the 
stock to “grub it out,” that is, eat the grass 
down to the roots. 

It takes years for the grass to come back, 
even with no grazing on it. In the mean- 
time a moderate rain will cause a flash 
flood and erosion sets in. Ever hear of 
the barren hills of China? 
tory books. 

It can happen here, and’ it will happen 
here unless we use common sense and look 
to the future. 


Competent Forest Service 


The United States Forest Service is one 
of our older federal] agencies. It was set 
up long before the present deluge of bu- 
reaus. It is made up of trained personnel, 
many of them who have given a lifetime 
to study of forestry and soil conservation. 


They have records and statistics covering 
many years of-management of public lands. 
Their interest is not for one group of peo- 
ple, but for the greatest benefit to all the 
people. One need only come in contact with 
Forest Service personnel to be impressed 
with the fact that they are competent of- 
ficials, taking a conscientious interest in 
their work. 

Our pioneer days of homesteading are 
past. These lands could all have been 
taken up for homesteading at one time if 
they had been worth taking up. Many of 
them were taken up, but were let go back 
because they would not support the home- 
steaders. 

But now under proper regulation of graz- 
ing they look good to the stockmen. It is 
a safe bet that if they are turned back to 
the stockmen, in a few years—after the 
lush meat prices of the present are over— 
the lands will not even be productive 
enough to pay taxes on. Then the Govern- 
ment gets them again—in a sadly denuded 
and eroded condition.

This ts the Swiss version of the Voice of 
America, which caused such heated discus- 
sion in the last session of Congress. Switzer- 
land, of course, is more favorably lpcated 
for information broadcasts to Europe, 
Africa and Asia than it is for sinflar 
broadcasts to the center of North Amer- 
ica, 

Nevertheless, it considers world broad- 
casts of such importance that a 100,000-watt 


transmitter beams foreign short wave pro- 


grams all over the world for 15 hours every 
day, in seven languages. 

The Swiss are proud of their federal 
union of 22 states, of their ability to hold 
together a four-language population of vari- 
ous religious and political beliefs, and of 
their ability to have remained at peace 
while much of the world has been torn by 
war. So the Swiss foreign broadcasts boast 
of six and a half centuries of national unity. 

Even if you can’t hear the Swiss Broad- 
casting Service programs on your radio, it 
is a startling example of a tiny state em- 
ploying the radio technique to tell its story. 
It is an example we might profit by.

Yugoslavia on Our Conscience 


TITO'S IMPERIAL COMMUNISM, by R. H. Markham, 
(University of North Carolina Press, Chapel Hill.) 
No one is better qualified to tell th 

tragic story of Yugoslavia than the author 

of this ably written and moving book. Both 
as correspondent for the Christian Science 


* Monitor and regional director of OWI, he 


was in intimate contact with both Partisans 
and Chetniks as well as Allied military and 
diplomatic leaders, 

It is doubtful that the war with all its 
innumerable horrors can produce anything 

more appalling than the 
fate of the Serbs after 
their spontaneous upris- 
ing in defiance of Hitler 
of March 27, 1941, an act 
which for sublime he 
roism Markham compares 
to Thermopylae. They be- 
came. fair game for all 
their neighbors and were 

mercilessly slaughtered. 
Americans and British 
Marshal Tit cannot read this story 
ersna! 10s without a feeling of shame 
for the part their own governments took in 
aiding the slaughter and in establishing 
Tito’s foul tyranny. We are now fully alive 
to the ugly truth about Tito’s regime—of if 
we are not this book should effectively dis- 
pel any lingering doubts. But we should 
never allow ourselves to forget that in large 
measure it is our own creation. The Yugo- 
slav people were Tito’s victims, we were 

his dupes. 

Few episodes put our war leaders: in a 
poorer light. It is startling and sickening 
to be reminded—assuming that Markham 
has the facts—that “more Serbian mothers 
and babies were killed by Allied than by 
German bombs.” Our planes, he says, re- 
peatedly bombed civilian residential .areas, 
“And we did it in a vicious civil war only 
slightly connected with our fight against 
the Nazis.” This, too, at a time when those 
same Serbs were risking their‘own skins 
to return safely to us the American pilots 
who dropped in their territory. 

The pagan Nazis appropriately chose 
Palm Sunday for their infamous air attack 
on Belgrade of 1941, whilst we, a supposed- 
ly Christian nation, chose Easter for ours 
of 1944! 

The author appears to have done his best 
to handle an extremely complex and con- 
troversial situation fairly and without bias, 
while not concealing his very ardent sym- 
pathies, which are with the common peo- 
ple of the Balkans generally. He is a sym- 
pathizer with Mihailovitch, for whom he 
builds a strong case. But he is too honest 
not to admit that Mihailovitch, in his ef- 
fort to frustrate Tito’s evil design, did col- 
laborate with the Axis, to some extent at 


least.

The Acid Test of 


Soviet Intentions 


T may be that the Soviet Union, though committed in principle, 

will not in fact agree to a settlement which means the evacuation 

of Europe. If her purpose is the domination of Europe and of 
‘a large part of the world, she will nevér agree. 


For the military evacuation of 
Con Europe would not be 
one of those “tactical maneuvers” 
against which, quite rightly, Mr. 
X tells us to be on guard. It 
would be a strategic. change in 
the balance of power. For once 
the Red Army had been with- 
drawn behind the frontiers of the 
Soviet Union, it could not re-enter 
Europe without committing an 
obvious act of military aggression, 
which would precipitate a general 
war. 

The pressure of the Soviets up- 
on Europe by’ propaganda and in- 
filtration would continue, but 
that pressure would no longer be 
backed up by overwhelming mili- 
tary ,power throughout Eastern 
Europe and’ by the threat of mili- 
tary intervention in Western 
Europe. 

Satellite Armies. 

Though Tito’s Army, and per- 
haps the Polish Army, assuming 
them to be satellites of Moscow, 
could exert considerable military 
pressure locally on the neighbor- 
dng states, they are not capable of 
conquering and dominating 


Europe except as contingents of 


the Red Army. 


If the Kremlin really means to 
dominate Europe, it will not with- 
draw its armies which are half- 
Way across Europe. Standing on 
the _Elbe _line in the middle of 
E and Austria, and on the 

nerable frontier of Italy, the 
Kremlin is in a far better posi- 
tion to advance farther west than 
it can be if it withdraws and 
gtands on its own frontiers. 

The withdrawal of the Army is, 
therefore, the acid test of Soviet 
conduct and purpose, incompar- 
ably clearer, more definite, more 
practical than whether or not 
they observe the Yalta declaration 
in countries liberated from the 
Nazis but still occupied by the 
Red Army. 


Clarifying the Issue. 


The Kremlin wil] understand 
this, and we m expect it to 
exact the highest price it can 
obtain for what would be a deep 
reduction of its present power and 
influence in Europe, or, if it 
means to conquer Europe, to ob- 
struct any settlement which 
meant that the Russian armies 
must evacuate Europe. 

We shall in either case have 
clarified the real issue. Instead of 
seeking “to contain” the Soviet 
Union all over the Eurasian Conti- 
nent, we shall have the initiative 
and a definite and concrete objec- 
tive: At the best we shall know 
the terms on which the main con- 
flict can be settled; at the worst 
the Soviet Union will have shown 
its hand on an issue—the libera- 
tion of Europe from non-Euro- 
pean armies—where there will be 
no doubt whatever that our 


cause is just, and that we are the; 


champions of freedom, and that 
the great masses of the people 
of Europe will be with us because 
we stand for the very thing 
which only traitors can oppose. 


We shall have written off the 
liabilities of the Truman doctrine 
which must in practice mean in- 
exorably an unending intervention 
in all the countries that are sup- 
posed to “contain” the Soviet 
Union, 


No Ideological Crusade. 


We shall be acting once more 
in the great American tradition, 
which is to foster the independence 
of other countries, not to use other 
countries as the satellites of our 
own power, however beneficent, 
and as the instruments of our own 
policy, however well meant.

Says Specialists Alone 
Are Not Enough. 


hospital staffs for general prac 


have arisen in some institutions 
which have attempted to integrate 
them with specialists, the Rev. Al 


phone M. Schwitalla, S8.J., dean of 
the St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, said last night. Father 
Schwitallq, spokd”at a meeting of 
the Academy of General Practice 
of Greater St: Louis, at the St. 
Louis Medical Society. 

“The establishment of a section. 
on general practice by the Amer- 
ican Medical Association in 1945 
marks the beginning of a new 
trend in American medicine, to- 
wards comprehensive viewpoints, 
broader co-ordinations and a more 
profound concern for the mainte- 


nance of respect for human values,” 
“It closes 


the trend towards super-specializa- 
tion in medicine, in medical edu- 
cation and probably in medical re- 
search, 

“Few gre in disagreement with 
the importance of establishing the 


general practice of medicine as a 
worthy, dignified and indispens- 
able activity in the medical field. 
However, when the attempt is 
made to integrate the general 
practitioner into the hospital with 
the specialist, we encounter dis- 
cordant opinions, conflicts in prac- 
tice and clashes of interests. On 
more than one occasion, otherwise 
peaceful staff meetings have been 
converted into battlefields. 

“The discord has been carried 


over into local medical societies. 
At present, the early restoration 
of peace in this warfare is highly 
unlikely, and the adjustment of 
the differences betweenythe gen- 
eral practitioner and the special- 
ist is rapidly becoming a major 
question in medical circles.” 

A part of the difficulty in in- 
tegrating general practitioners 
into hospital staffs stems from 
the fact that the organization in 
many institutions is built around 
specialization, Father Schwitalla 
said. However, he added, a num- 
ber of methods could be used to 
make it possible for such physi- 
cians to fit into the staffs. Among 
them, he suggested, would be the 
device of establishing auxiliary 
staffs based on length of experi- 
ence. Admission to the staffs of 
hospitals associated with medical 
schools or which carry on special 
educational programs also does 
not present an insuperable prob- 
lem, Father Schwitalla said. 

“The experienced physician does 
not keep his knowledge in pigeon- 
holes,” he said. “Although if is 
paradoxical, I may say the best 
specialist is the best general prac- 
titioner. In my opiinon, one of 
the most valuable suggestions in 
the field of preparing the general 
practitioner emanates from Dr.

Such segregation, which ig in- 
tended to humiliate and to de 
Srade a race of human beings 
and to deny them full equality, is 
a violation of a basic religious 
principle—that every man is made 
in the image of God. Catholic 
schools in the past have followed 
the prevailing pattern. 

“Archbishop Ritter, recognizing 
the immorality of this condition, 
has’ eliminated it from the . 
Catholic schools in our city. Thus 
he had reaffirmed the doctrine of 
the brotherhood of man and has 
strengthened the forces seeking to 
create one world.”

NEW TREATMENT TOL 
BY LEPROSARIUM HEAD 


Says Tangible Hope of Ar- 
resting Cases Is Given 
by Sulfones: 


’ 


Tangible hope of arresting cases 
of leprosy has been brought about 


within the last few years through 


new treatments involving the use 


of sulfones which have made the 
chaulmoogta treatment obsolete in 
most places, Dr. Frederick A. 
Johangen, director of the national 
leprosarium at Carville, La., told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

Dr. Johansen, in St, Louis to 
attend the meeting of the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association, de- 
scribed two methods of treatment. 
One involves the use of promin, 
given intravenously. The other is 
the bral administration of diasone. 
Some cases are also treated orally 
with promozole, he added. 

About 45 patients so treated 
have been discharged, Dr. Johan- 
sen said, and observation of them 
so far has failed to indicate any 
signs which would necessitate 
their return.to the institution. 
Since 1921, he said, when the Gov- 
ernment took over the leprosarium 
as a marine hospital, 1228 patients 
have been admitted from all over 
the country. Discharges have 


‘totaled 417 but 80 have been re- 


turned for further treatment. 

“The treatments we are giving 
do not represent a specific,” Dr. 
Johansen said, “but I think a cure 
is in the making, perhaps to ma- 
terialize in a very few years. We 
have unprecedented research fa- 
cilities now, and Jarge drug firms 
also are co-operating.”

‘everything better than their parents. We have always 

tried hard to do for them the best we knew how. We 
have denied ourselves many things in order to give them com-

tion. When we advise 
them in. matters which 
we know through years 
of experience are best for 
their welfare, they ignore 
them entirely and think 
we are old fashioned, 
anc even interfering in 
their affairs. In fact 
they do not hesitate to 
tell us so, and see no 
cause for us to be hurt 
or embarrassed, In school they have always been outstanding 
pupils from kindergarten through college. We can't under- 
stand why they have the attitude toward us they do. They 
seem to lack confidence in us that children should have in their 
parents. How can we make them change their attitude toward 
us and what has caused it in the first place? 

a , BEWILDERED MOTHER. 

It is possible that like many parents who lacked advan- 
tages in their youth, you and your husband have been so eager 
to give everything possible to your children, that you have 
spoiled them., In spoiling them you may have without realizing 
it, encouraged a lack of respect for yourselves. On the other 
hand, this may not be the case at all. It may simply be that 
now they are grown your children feel they should be permit- 
ted to live their own lives, and you and your husband are 
much too prone to give advice and to seemingly interfere. 
Perhaps your ideas are not ag up-to-date as they might be. 
I am sure that basically your children have as much confidence 
in you as ever. They know that if real trouble comes you will 
stand staunchly by them. They are confident of your love for 
them and your real concern for their happiness and welfare. 
But they would like to be permitted to do as they see best, now 
they are grown men and women. They will make mistakes 
sometimes of course, just as we all do. But that is the way 
we learn. You can’t continue to stand between your children 
and the world once they have hecome of an: age to be on their 
own. If you succeeded in doing that it- would mean your chil- 
dren were ‘weaklings, or would be perpetually adolescent. 
What you want in your heart is for them to grow up to be 
real ‘people. So cut those apron strings and allow your chil- 
dren to be on their own. Find interests to occupy your time 
in club and church work, in some hobby, in taking up the 
thread of old acquaintances. Now is the time for you and 
your husband to thoroughly enjoy life together once more now 
the responsibility of the children is off your hands and you are 
alone for the first time in many years, Stop worrying about 
thém. You have given them the background of good home 
training. Even though they seem exasperated with you at 
times, and make Some mistakes, they are sound in the main 
and nothing for you to ‘worry over.

CHICAGO, Sept. 24. 
HE morning after Congress 
voted a 15 per cent increase in 
rents the 50 employes of the 
Scientific Oil Co. here were noti- 
fied by their employer their sal- 
aries would be adjusted immedi- 
ately to meet the rent hike. 

Later that day the 12 women 
employes in the company’s “front 
office,” in a playful mood, peti- 
tioned ‘the boss for “please, more 
chocolates,” a request promptly 
met by distribution of three 
pounds of the desired candy to 
each woman. 

Neither of these two gestures 
was greeted by the empleyes with 
any arching of the eyebrows. Nor 
‘was there a sudden exodus to the 
washroom -and whispered ex- 
changes of “What's up?” Instead, 
the two acts were accepted with 
the matter-of-fact calmness of an 
announcement there would be no 
work on Christmas. It was as if 
such considerate acts by the em- 
ployer were part of a daily routine, 
that he had done other things of 
this nature quite often before. 

Which, it develops, is the case. 
For Otto Eisenschiml, the owner 
and founder of the vegetable oil 
processing company, practices 
what might be called an unortho 
dox business philosophy with re- 
spect to his employes, or “co- 
workers,” as he prefers to call 


them. 

Simply stated, . Eisenschiml’s 
policy is one of security, such as 
the prompt dnd voluntary wage 
adjustment to meet the rent hike, 
and gifts like the candy to the 
women, for his “co-workers.” One 
observer, seeking to sum up the 
policy, said “Eisenschim! simply 
has a munificent obsession when 
it comes to his workers.” A friend, 
in describing Eisenschim|!’s philos- 
ophy, remarked, “Otto just believes 
in a generosity-is-as-good-as-hones- 
ty policy.” Conservative business 
men who have toured the plant 
and learned of the different prac- 
tices that go on out“there, dismiss 
it with “paternalism.” But the 67- 
year-old robust, balding, fatherly 
Eisenschim! proudly says, “We 
don’t want to be the most efficient 
or the biggest fellow on the street, 
just the happiest.” 

And well might Eisenschiml'’s 
dark eyes twinkle with self-satis- 
faction behind their spectacles. 
For, while other business men cast 
about desperately for a satisfac- 
tory labor relation plan, the Vien- 
nese immigrant who started his 
business 37 years ago with an in- 
vest ment of $75 and “a surplus of 
extravagant hopes,” relaxes in the 
comforting knowledge that his 
policy has paid off. He is able to 
boast his company has been free 
of strikes, slowdowns, layoffs, 
wage cuts. In dollars and cents, 
Eisenschim] says his’ humane 
philosophy, which extends to cus- 
tomers who may need help though 
they haven’t the necessary securi- 
ty, has enabled him to develop the 
company to the point where it is 
doing $5,000,000 business annually. 

As for the “co-workers,” many 
of whom have quite understand- 
ably been with the company for

many years, they have come to 
regard Scientific as their second 
home. This is the aim of Eisen- 
schim!. “After all. they spend most 
of their day here, so why shouldn't 
it be like their own home?” he 
reasons. The company’s office is 
a spacious brick bungalow which 
resembles a residence and is an 
odd sight in the hurly-burly West 
Side factory area in which it is 
situated. 

Chief features of the home-like 
atmosphere ‘are a 
room and a complete kitchen, with 
a young,.woman cook standing by 
to fill orders. The 12 Women em- 
ployes who work in the office are 
given their breakfast and lunch 
here, and may raid the icebox 
any time they wish, all on the 
company. 

The breakfast and _ luncheon 
scenes resemble those of family 
gatherings. “O.E.,” as the womer 
call Eisenschiml, sits at the head 
of the table and leads the dis- 
cussion, which ost often con- 
cerns a business move. As long 
as he has operated the business 
Eisenschim!] has taken his “co- 
workers” into his confidence with 
respect to the company. The 
women, in turn, are fairly well 
acquainted with the various 
phases of the business. 

The only other men present at 
the table are Eisenschiml's two 
sons and a chemist, the only male 
outsider who has succeeded in 
penetrating Eisenschiml’s com- 
mercial matriarchy. A total of 38 
men work in other than office 
jobs. 

Eisenschiml'’s explanation for 
hiring only women for office jobs 
ig that “they have a certain sense 
of loyalty that I haven't found in 
men.” He tells of the time three 
men who worked for him stole a 
chemical formula and set them- 
selves up in competition to him, “a 
move that almost cost me my

“co-workers.” There is a luxurious- 
ly-appointed powder room, which 
compares favorably with that in 
any leading hotel, for them. He 
supplies them with cosmetics and 
nylon hose. At intervals he takes 
them downtown to a leading hotel 
for lunch and an afternoon in the 
theater or perhaps a shopping ex- 
pedition at. his expense, 

* * * 

T is quite understandable then 
J nat he women can hardly con- 

tain themselves when speaking 
of “O.E.” Mrs. Gertrude Waden- 
pohl, who has been with Eisen- 
schiml for 16 years, says, “He's 
just wonderful,” and then goes on 
to tell how he pays for most of 
her expenses for a month's trip to 
California each year. There was 
the time once when one of the 
women, before the war, asked for 
a leave of absence to go to Eu- 
rope. Eisenschim] not only grant- 
ed the request but stipulated she 
was to receive her full salary 
while gone, plus $10 a week for 
extra clothes and other expenses 
on the trip. 

While not quite as extensive as 
those given to the women, “the 
gratuities given to the 38 men 
who work outdoors are quite 
handsome, too. They have a 
building which they use as a club- 
room. Here they get coffee and 
cakes in the morning and a bottle 
of beer in the afternoon. Here, 
they play cards on company 
time when work is slack. Dur- 
ing the recent heat wave they 
received extra pay. “We 
wanted them ito know we 
appreciate the hardships under 
which they worked,” said Eisen- 
schiml. Fred Bauder, an army

The company has established a 
satisfactory pension system for the 
employes. However, Eisenschiml! 
has little regard for profit-sharing 
plans. 

When he was an employe for 
United States Steel Corp. in Pitts- 
burgh shortly after he came to 
this country in 1901, Eisenschimi 
says he remembers the suspicion 
with which the employes greeted 
announcement of the company’s 
first profit-sharing plan. “Such 
plans seem too synthetic,” he says. 
“It seems they have been worked 
out on a purely financial basis 
without due regard for human re- 
lations. The first thing a worker 
wants is security, just like a capi- 
talists who invests in mortgages 
or bonds with the hope of having 
security of income.

The question of unions naturally 
pops up in a discussion of his 
philosophy with Eisenschiml.

He adds that he will continue to 
extend them the same benefits 
they now receive if they join a 
union. “That has nothing to do 
with how I feel about security and 
happiness for my workers,” he 
says. Eisenschim! then points out 
union organizers have visited his 
plant twice but failed to make any 
headway among his “co-workers.” 

Personnel representatives of 
large corporations, hearing 
Eisenschilml’s success, have visited 
Scientific’s plant and like every- 
one else, have marveled at the 
employe relations. there. But 
Eisenschim! frankly doubts 
whether his policy could be ap- 
plied to a large corporation be- 
cause of the lack of intimacy be- 
tween workers and employers. 
“And the one thing we're not try- 
ing to do here is be reformers,” 
he emphasizes. “We feel we have 
done as much as we can right.| 
here. We don’t want to take on | 
anymore.

At this point South was reduced 
to four diamonds, one club and 
two spades, while dummy had four 
hearts to the king and the RK-J-6 
of diamonds.

VERYONE who wants to 

maintain. good health and 

wishes to enjoy nutritive 
meals should learn the ABC’s for 
cooking all kinds of vegetables. 
This knowledge is not difficult to 
acquire, and it enables one to eat 
the best of vegetables at home 
and often can be diplomatically 
dispensed to others ‘who cook for 
Any effort 
which raises our food standards 
is worth making. 

All vegetables need clean prepa- 
ration. Washing should be thor- 
oughly but quickly done. No vege- 
table improves by soaking. Boiled 
vegetables should be cooked in the 
least possible water so that none 
has to be discarded before serving. 
Those that are braised should have 
little or’ no water added—and 
vegetables that have edible skins 

and can be baked lose none of 
their minerals. 

The pressure saucepan is ideal 
for cooking boiled vegetables be- 
cause very little water is needed 
for cooking and.the cooking is 
done so quickly that both mineral 
and vitamins are conserved. Many 
well-informed public eating places 
are now using pressure saucepans 
even to serve large numbers of 
people.

the origin of the word tell, It is 
from the Anglo-Saxon _tellen, 
meaning “to count.” Therefore, 
“all told” means “all counted.” 
This old meaning of the verb to 
tell is still used in banking, for a 
teller ig primarily a counter of 


money. Also, among Roman Cath- |. 


olics, it is customary to “tell” 
(count) one’s beads (of the 
rosary). 

Tell for “count” is often seen 
in the Bible and in Shakespeare: 
“He telleth (counteth) the number 
of the stars."—Psalms. “While 
one with moderate haste might 
tell (count) a hundred.”—Hamlet. 

Now let us look at “all tolled.” 
There are two “toll’s” in English: 
(1) a tax; (2) to draw or pull. 
Hence, we of toll bridge 
a toll road, a tollgate, etc. We 
also speak of the tolling of a bell, 
that is, the striking of a bell by 
means of pulling on the rope. 

In neither of these “toll’s” is 
there any meaning that could be 
applied to “all tolled.” Therefore, 
“tolled” is an incorrect form. 


Q. My friend and I do not agree 


on the meaning of “mediocre.” Is 
he right in holding that it means 
“average in quality or ability” ?7— 
R.J.M. 

A. As the word is used today, it 
means “indifferent; second-rate; 
poor; below average.” We bor- 
rowed the word from the French 
who pronuonce it: may-dee-AW- 
kruh. The English pronunciation 
is: MEE-dee-OH-ker. 

Mediocre entered French from 


‘| the Latin mediocris, “in a middle 


state between too much and too 
little.” However, this is really a 
figurative meaning, for mediocris 
is formed from medius, “middle,” 
plus ocris, “a broken, rugged, 
stony mountain.” Strictly speak: 
ing, then, a mediocre person is 
one who is halfway up a moun- 
tain. :
